Good farm records are indispen­ 
sable for making an accurate and 
complete tax report, according to 
Noah Hadley , Purdue University 
agricultural 
ex tension 
economist; 
who spoke at a farm record and in­ 
come tax school Monday night at 
the Rushville High School. 
Approx imately 5 0 Rush County 
farmers attended the meeting and 
raised many questions on keeping 
farm records and income tax re­ 
porting. 
Hadley stated 
that 
it 
is 
im ­ 
portant that complete records of 
all farm transactions be kept, in­ 
cluding dates of purchases 
and 
sales and depreciation of farm im­ 
provements, 
machinery , 
farm 
stock and other depreciable items. 
From such records, he said, the 
tax liability on the sa le of the 
items can be accurately 
deter­ 
mined, and in many ca ses substan­ 
tial tax savings can be made. 
Hadley also ex plained that only 
the gains made on such sa les arc 
taken into account for tax 
pur­ 
poses. Furthermore, he said, only 
one-half of sufh gains are tax able 
if machinery and equipment items 
are held over six months and pur­ 
chased dairy , breeding and work 
stock are held 12 months or longer. 
The .speaker ex plained that cer­ 
tain ty pes of farm development 
costs such as cleared land, new 
open ditches, earthen 
dams 
for 
farm ponds and removal of stumps 
and timber and cost of improve­ 
ments to the tax pay er’s home can 
not be deducted for tax purposes 
ex ­ 
penses 
or 
through 
depreciation. 
However, 
he 
asserted, 
farmers 
should keep records of such 
ex ­ 
penses as they are all taken into 
account 
in 
determining 
tax able 
gains or losses whenever the farm 
is sold.

B ill Of Rights 


December 15 is the anniv ersary o f the 
ratificatio n o f the Bill o f Rights. On that 
date in 179 1 Virginia was the eighth state 
to ratify , thus enabling the Secretary o f 
State to pro claim the amendments as being 
in fo rce. 
The Co nstitutio n as referred to the sev ­ 
eral states did no t include the Bill o f Rights. 
It was assumed by the co nv entio n that state 
co nstitutio ns adequately pro tected these 
fundamental rights o f the peo ple. But at 
all ratify ing co nv entio ns pro tests against 
the co nv entio n’s failure to submit a bill o f 
rights were lo dged. It is believ ed that the 
Co nstitutio n wo uld nev er hav e been accep­ 
ted by the states had no t an agreement 
been reached to include a Bill o f Rights by 
amendment. 
Co ngress at its sessio n submitted 12 
amendments. Ten were ado pted. They were 
called the Bill o f Rights. 
Essentially , the rights asserted and re­ 
serv ed to the peo ple in these amendments 
are their pro tectio n against the ty ranny o f 
a central go v ernment. The Bill o f Rights 
o riginated when the co mmo n peo ple o f 
Great Britain, o ffended bey o nd endurance 
by the ty ranny o f J ames II, laid upo n his 
successo rs, William and Mary , certain re­ 
straints. That was in 16 8 9 . The ev ent was a 
great stride in the unending struggle o f peo ­ 
ples to defend themselv es against the arti­ 
fice and fo rce by which lustful, ambitio us 
and co rrupt men gain co ntro l o f go v ern­ 
ment and ho ld it. 
Virginia had set up such a Bill o f Rights 
in 17 7 6 . It appealed to the o ther states. The 
Bill o f Rights in the Co nstitutio n clo sely 
fo llo ws the Virginia declaratio n. 
The mere inclusio n o f this Bill o f Rights 
—the rights wo n by lo ng struggle and much 
suffering—in the Co nstitutio n did no t, ho w­ 
ev er, guarantee respect fo r the natural 
rights o i man. Go v ernment has time and 
again assailed and breached these rights. 
The basic struggle is still o n—the battle o f 
the peo ple against ty rant so v ereignty .

WASHINGTON (JI — Secretary of State Du lles was 
red hot Monday in Paris where he warned the 
French: 
If they don’t join the single Eu ropean army soon, 
this cou ntry may pu ll its troops ou t of Eu rope. As 
he pu t it, this cou ntry wou ld be forced to an “agon­ 
izing re appraisal’’ of its basic policies toward 
Eu rope. 
Last Jan. 27, six day s after taking office, he said 
this cou ntry wou ld hav e to do a “little re-thinking’’ 
if there seemed no chance for Eu ropean u nity . 
President Eisenhower and Du lles this month at 
Bermu da sat down with French Premier Laniel and 
French Foreign Minister Bidau lt, together with Bri­ 
tain’s Prime Minister Chu rchill and Foreign Sec­ 
retary Eden. 
The Americans and British reportedly pu t the heat 
on the Frenchmen to get mov ing. Bu t it was not re­ 
ported they got any solid promises. Neither French­ 
man was in position to be too positiv e. 
This month the French hold national elections 
which may leav e Laniel and Bidau lt u nemploy ed. 
This is the backgrou nd: 
On March 17 , 1948 Britain, France, Belgu im, The 
Netherlands and Lu x embou rg signed a mu tu al de­ 
fense agreement, called the Bru ssels Pact. 
If Ru ssia attacked, it was felt here and abroad, 
those fiv e nations might not be enou gh to sav e West­ 
ern Eu rope. This led to creation of NATO—North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization. 
NATO has 14 members. The United States, Can­ 
ada, Iceland, Greece, Tu rkey , Italy Portu gal, Nor­ 
way , Denmark, and the fiv e Bru ssels Pact cou ntries. 
Under NATO each cou ntry wou ld retain its own in­ 
div idu al army althou gh they planned their defense 
together. 
The United States, particu larly , was concerned 
abou t West Germany , with all its manpower and re­ 
sou rces, which was not inclu ded in NATO and was 
still u narmed. If it remained u narmed, and Ru ssia 
attacked, the Ru ssians cou ld sweep across Germany 
u nhindered 
Yet, the French worried abou t letting their old 
German enemy rearm. Finally , the French su ggested 
the single Eu ropean army made u p of troops from 
France, West Germany , Belgiu m, Holland Lu x em­ 
bu rg and Italy . 
Then, the more the French thou ght of letting Ger­ 
many rearm, ev en in this limited way , the less they 
liked it. They 'v e been stalling abou t joining it ev er 
since.

Chlorine bleach is most com­ 
monly u sed for sp ot remo v al, and 
is effectiv e fo r some 25 kinds of 
stain. It may be u sed safely on 
cottons, linens and white ny lons, 
bu t shou ld not be u sed on silk, wool, 
ray o n o r mix tu res of any of these 
fibers. 
A new chlo rine bleach in dry 
form (Pu rex ) is now on the m ar­ 
ket, intended fo r family lau ndry as 
well as bathro o m and kitchen clean­ 
ing. It is u sed in granu lar form for 
cleaning sinks and tu bs, dilu ted in 
water fo r u se on fabrics. The rec­ 
o mmended solu tion fo r most p u r­ 
p oses is Vfe cu p of the dry bleach to 
one gu art of hot water. The stain 
shou ld be soaked in the solu tion 
for fiv e minu tes, then rinsed. Stu b­ 
born stains way take a second 
treatment. 
Among stains which resp ond to 
the chlorine bleach are: Alcoholic 
drinks, coffee and tea, fru it stains, 
ink, 
dy e, 
mildew, 
p ersp iratio n, 


mu stard, grass, starch and many 
o ther common stains. 
Carbon tetrachlo ride, which may 
be-bo u ght at any dru g sto re, will 
remo v e the following stain: egg, 
soot, argy ro l, lip stick, grease and 
tar and chewing gu m. Any stain 
with a greasy base 
shou ld 
be 
treated with either carbo n tetra­ 
chloride, nap tha o r similar clean­ 
ing flu id. 
Mercu ro chro me stains may be 
remo v ed by so aking in 
alcohol, 
then in v inegar solu tion, again in 
alcohol. 
To remo v e nail p olish stains, u se 
p olish remo v er fo r best resu lts. 
Fresh p aint may be remo v ed by 
soaking in tu rp entine o r p aint re­ 
mo v er, then lau ndering. Old p aint 
stains may be softened by ru bbing 
v aseline o r lard into the fabric be­ 
fore ap p ly ing p aint remo v er.

“ Your members fly thousands of 
hours annually , without any pay , 
searching for missing planes, ev ac­ 
uating persons in need of im m e­ 
diate surgical or medical care, 
maintaining fire patrols ov er the 
nation’s forests, and airlifting med­ 
ical supplies and food to people 
stranded by fire, flood, and storm ,” 
Secretary Talbott said. “ In their 
outstanding performance of these 
missions, the members of the Civ il 
Air Patrol reflect great credit upon 
them selv es and upon the United 
States Air Force. They deserv e the 
gratitude of the entire country .” 
On missions directed by the Air 
Force, CAP crews receiv e only the 
gas and oil actually ex pended in 
their search planes. They receiv e 
no other pay or allowances. 
Organized to prov ide a 
home 
front air arm for non combat duty , 
the CAP won early recognition dur­ 
ing World War II for its submarine- 
spotting patrols flown in light, sin­ 
gle-engine planes. 
During the first six months of 
19 53 Civ il Air Patrol’s v olunteers

Ju icy Bone

When y ou r baby begins to teethe 
he will chew on ev ery thing he can 
get hold of—his toy s, his bed , his 
play pen—and when he cannot find 
any thing else he will chew on his 
fingers. 
Bu t in spite of all this 
chewing, y ou r baby is apt to ob­ 
ject to chewing food . 
Up to this time all his food has 
been either liq u id or else soft 
pu reed things that need only swal­ 
lowing, no chewing. He is well ac­ 
cu stomed to the spoon by this time, 
bu t he ex pects spooned food to be 
smooth. 
He k nows ju st how to 
pu sh the smooth food back in his 
mou th with his tongu e and swallow 
it. If there are lu mps in the food , 
howev er, they confu se him; 
he 
cannot manage them the same 
way , so he is pretty apt to spit ou t 
any lu mpy food y ou giv e him from 
a spoon. 
Nev ertheless, he will pu t almost 
any thing he can get his hand s on in 
his mou th and chew on it. 
His 
chewing is to help pu sh his teeth 
throu gh 
the 
gu ms. 
He 
hasn’t 
learned to chew food , to prepare it 
for swallowing. 
Try it with y ou r own mou th and 
y ou will d iscov er that y ou u se y ou r 
tongu e and jaws q u ite d ifferently 
when y ou chew and swallow a 
mou thfu l of food from the way in 
which y ou u se them to swallow a 
spoonfu l of something lik e apple­ 
sau ce. You r baby has to learn this 
new method of eating. 


I 
If we giv e the baby a bone when 
we are read y to teach this im­ 
portant lesson, chances are it will 
go d irectly to his mou th as d oes 
ev ery thing else he gets hold of. 
He soon d iscov ers that as he chews 
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on the bone, tiny bits of meat come 
off in his mou th. They taste good , 
he is alread y chewing and in less 
than no time he d iscov ers how to 
swallow the bits he has gnawed off 
the bone. He wasn’t confu sed by 
being ask ed to chew spooned food 
which he ex pected ju st to swallow. 
Giv e him any k ind of a bone that 
will not splinter and is not sharp. 
Leav e only a little bit of m eat on 
it so that he won’t get too big 
pieces in his mou th and chok e. 
Chick en d ru mstick s are ex cellent 
bu t many other k ind s of bones are 
good for the first ex periment with 
chewing food . 
Bones are better than zwieback 
or toast becau se baby is apt to 
bite off too big a piece of zwieback 
and cliok e on it. The meat on the 
bone comes off in tiny , more m an­ 
ageable pieces. If y ou d o not teach 
y ou r baby to chew food when he is 
work ing on his teeth and has a 
great u rge to chew y ou may ru n 
into the problem Peter had . 
Peter 
was 
3 
y ears 
old . 
His 
mother complained bitterly that he 
wou ld n’t eat any thing bu t pu reed 
food . 
Lu mpy food he ju st held in 
his mou th—if he d id n’t spit it ou t. 
One morning she fou nd a piece of 
a pru ne sk in in his mou th that he 
had held there since the night be­ 
fore.
